London, Feb. 13. 

Unusual interest attaches to to- 
morrow's meeting of the International 
Rubber Committee in view of the 
extremely diMcult decision which has 
te be taken regarding the second 
quarter quota. 

While market Interest yociferously 
Jemand no further release of rubber, 
and forecast a sharp fall in values 
should the quota be raised to 55 per 
cent, many observers consider that 
such a decision will be fully justified. 

It is pointed out that the Com- 
mittee’s main object us stated in the 
preamble tu the regulation agrees 
nient ix to keep the world stocks at 
noneemal figure and adjust in orderly 
manner the supply to demand, while 
mating available all the rubber that 
may be required. ; ; 

The present statistical position of 
the industry sugests that stocks may 
still be further reduced in the-second 
quarter even if the quota is raised 
to 55 per cent, It is believed that 
a decision to Ieave © the quota un 
changed will undoubtedly be follow- 
ed by a rapid appreciation in price 
to probably well over cight pence, 
but the previous action of the Com~ 
mittee suggests that it Is only 
serlously concerned with the question 
ef price when excessively high or low)

The British Pavilion will Include 
not only one of the on'y four existing 
coples of Magna Carta—that from 
Lincoln (the other three are in the 
Record Office, the British Museum, 
and at Exeter)—but 140 coats-of- 
arms of British notables from the 
twelfth century to the twentleth. 

Mr. Wagner has uncarthed all 140 
of them, blnzoned them (that Js, 
described them in heraldic terms), 
had them emblazoned (correctly 
drawn) by an artist, and supervised 
the moulding of the final plaques by 
‘two sculptors who worked from the 
drawing.

The E.R.C. continues to support 
the St. Peter's Food Kitchen, the 
Salvation Army Kitchen at Wanchal, 
and the Yaumati Food Kitchen which 
is being enlarged.

the F.A. Cup in the third round. They were well and truly 
beaten by a better side on the day’s play. 


Despite the tonic of an early goal, 
they never gave the Impression they 
would hold thelr own with Chelsea, 
The winners were superior at half- 
back and In the all-important de- 
partment of attacis. 

Chelsea's attack had schemers In 
Burgess and Argue. Arsenal had no 
inside forward comparable with 
these two, Even with Drake at 
centre forward in the second half, 
the attacks were asi + of raids 
with never a combined assault that 
might have produced a geal, 

The big tragedy of the game from 
the Arsenal point of view was Bryn 
Jones. He could not do a things right 
either in midfleld or tn front of goal. 
The gamble of bringing, blm back in 
such an importint game proved a 
costly fatlure. +

FRAUD ALLEGATIONS 


Goods Ordered and Not. 
Paid For 


Charged: with obtaining credit of 
31,003.75 by fraud from the Lai 
San’ shirt fuctory, Shamshulpo, “and 
conspiracy to defraud, Leung Pat- 
ting, 43, unemployed, 
charges when he oppeared before 
Mr, R. Edwards at the Central 
Magistracy yesterday, 

Prosecuting, Mr. M. W. A, Mac- 
kinlay, sald that on January 22, 1938, 
Leung and two other Chinese rented 
a part of a shop in Wing Lok Street, 
and started business under the style 
of the Wing Cheong firm. ~ 

On February 17, 1938, .a. man 
named Chan Chun-ming went to tne 
Chin Chan Drawn Work Co. with 
Leung and selected some goods to 
the valuc of $220.30. These goods 
were delivered to the Wing Cheong 
firm, but payment for them was 
never received. 

On March @ the same year, Chan 
Fuk went to the Chan Wah hat fac- 
tory ond ordered $432 worth of hats, 
which were to be delivered to a 
Aviiarf opposite the Wing On Co., Ltd. 
The factory did not recelve ony 
money for thelr hats, 

While having tea at the Asia Cafe, 
sald Mr. Mackinlay, Leung over- 
heaird a conversation about shirts, 
and at once opproached two men, 
one of whom wis a_ broker, Leung 
told the broker that he was the mas- 
ter of the Wing Cheong firm, and two 
days later gave him an order for $1,- 
003,75 worth of shirts from the Lal 
San shirt factory. 

The shirts were delivered to the 
Wing Cheong firm, and payment for 
them was not received. 

Prosecution’s Evidenco 

Chan Yuk-sang, master of the 
Chin Chan Company, said that he 
had sent a salesman with the goods 
to the Wing Cheong firm, as ordered 
by Chan Chun-ming.

And means to allow us a stipulated

the assistance in other forms you 
have received In the past.”

China’y foreign trade for 1938 
showed an adverse balance of Yuan 
of Yuan 129,760,000 with exports 
totalling Yuan 826,455,000 and im- 
borts Yuan 950,224,000. The figures 
compare with Yuan 763,731,000 and 
Yuan 893,500,000 Tespectively for 
1937, 

Heading the list of exports are fibre 
and. textiles, valued at Yuan 165.- 
127,000, followed up by lving 
animals, Yuan 111,902,000, and 
minerals and metal products, ‘Yuan 
106,570,000, J 

The imports list includes Yuan 
130,004,000 of ‘cereals, Yuan 103,387,- 
000 miscellancous g00ds and Yuan 
91,251,000 petroleum and wax. 

China exported Yuan 116,547,000 
through Hongkong and Yusn 116,-

'H.K. EMERGENCY 


COUNCIL’S REPORT 


The following report on the work of the Hongkong Emergency 
Relief. Council for January has been received: 


One important aspect of ‘the work 
of the Hongkong Emergency Refugee 
Council is the making of grants to 
relief organisations, During January 
it gave assistance In this way not only 
‘+n Hongkong but also in various 
districts of China. It donated N.C. 
$10,000 to Dr. Shin for medical relict 
it dsolated districts of Anhwei and 
Kiungsu; in Watchow, in order to 
ea-crdinate relief work, the Council 
orranged for the election of a Re- 
sidents’ Committee and placed N.C. 
$10,000 at {ts disposal: and in other 
districts In western Kwangtung which 
nave been ravaged by the. Japanese, 
the ELR.C. is granting another N.C. 
$10,000 for reticf. Smaller grants 
have been made to the Swiss Basel 
Mission at Li Long and to the Shum 
Chun Rural Welfare Centre. 


The Council was also able to 
negotiate with the Kwangtung Pro- 
vincial Government for $5,000 to 
continue the support of the Tung 
Kin Jepers. 


On February 1 the E.R.C, took 
over the commissarlat at Kam Tin, 
and is now also responsible for the 
catering In three of the four Govern- 
tment camps, receiving, of course, so 
much per head from the Government, 
The aim {is to make the meals 
pelytable os well as of. good calcric 
value, and it Is explained to the 
tefugecs that they need a certain 
amount of red rice to pre-ent beri- 
beri. As the E.R.C. is now respon- 
sible for feeding over 6,000 refugecs, 
it has started to buy rice wholesale, 
and the first shipment of 100 tons 
for February has just arrived, 


Schools Opened In Camps 


The E.R.C. has -been fortunate in 
Ketting together o splendid body of 
welfare workers—many © themselves 
iefugces of the educated classes from 
Canton—who . are fiving selfless 
service, : 


School work has started in oll 
camps, but the Connell regrets that 
owing to‘lack 2. classrooms and 
funds, onlv scout half the children 
vre receiving Instruction. The re- 
mainder, of course, have drill and 
singing out-of-doors.. Jt is sincerely 
hoped that funds will soon be avail- 
able to provide more accommodation 
as _all.the children themselves are 
anxlous to attend school. 

A certain amount of progress has 
been made with industriat work, the 
making of straw envelopes for bottles 
being the most successful. Certain 
Sroups are sewing padded coats for 
soldiers, knitting woollen garments 
for bables, and making bamboo 
brooms, At.Kam Tin, where ground 
is available, the men are engaged In 
agriculture. There, also, the re- 
fugees are making the school furni- 
ture. It is hoped 
complex. industries, 
weaving of towels and making of soap 
fo supply the ‘camps will be started. 

The ERC. in ¢o-opernting with 
the Government in maternal and in- 
fant welfare ond has bought, among 
other things, grinders _ for making 
soya bean mili. . 
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The E.R.C. continues to support 
the St. Peter's Food Kitchen, the 
Salvation Army Kitchen at Wanchai, 
and the Yaumatl Food Kitchen which 
is being enlarged. On an average 
2,800 are given meals each day. 

Another project is the erection of 
a Paying Camp at Ma Tau Chung. 
Forty houses are being erected. 
There will be on small rent, and pre= 
ference will be given to refugees of 
the professional classes. Already 
seventy applications have been re- 
ceived, 

The Council is greatly indcbted to 
the British Fund for the Rellef of 
Distress in China for voting £60,000 
to cover the cost for six months’ 
welfare work in camps. At present 
the — Council’s greatest need 1s 
donations to help extend the educa~ 
tion of the children in the camps. 


Financlal Statement 


The Council's statement of accounts 
for the month of January shows a 
balance of .$66,445.44 compared with 
$35,433.82 on-December 31 in the 
Hongkong Dollar Account. During 
the month expenditure on account of 
relief work in the Colony from the 
xecount totalled $29,872.89, while 
grants for work in China aggregated 
$1,945.22, : 

In the Chinese National Currency 
Account there was a balance on 
January 31. of $63,949.78 against 
$84,949.78. The sum of $24,000 was 
paid out in grants for work in China,

BURGOS, Feb. 18. 
DECLARING THAT the pur- 
pose of the law is “to prevent 
reprisals,” General Franco has 
issued a decree’ defining. what 
constitutes culpable political re- 


‘| sponsibility during the past few 


years, and- tho proportionate 
penalties, : ; 

The decree states that the “law 
seeks to reconcilc the interests of 
the country with the desire not to 
perturb the economic life of indivi- 
dunls, Economic penalties will be 
as light oa possible, particularly in 
order to avold the ruin of small 
traders, 

“penalties may be accompanied by 
the culprit’s removal from his native 
place, In extreme cases, Spanish 
natlonallty may be withdrawn.” 

Tho offences considered puonish- 
able aro cnumerated fn 89 articles. 

It is stated, however, that the 
widest discretion will be exerelsed in 
opplication of the penalties, which 
include whole and partial Joss of 
proverty, imprisonment and payment 
of fines, ' 

Prison sentences may range from 
three months {o 16 years, according 
to the circumstances. : 

“POLITICAL RESPONSIBILITY” 

The decree decjared the “polliticat 
responsibility” of all who, between 
October 10, 1034 and July 18, 1936, 
“contributed to the subversion of 
order in Spain, together with all who, 
since the latter daté opposed the 
Insurgent Government by concrete 
acts or grave passivity.” 

AU parties and organisations which, 
since the election of February, 1936, 
constituted a Popular Front are de- 
elared outlawed, losing all rights and 
property, the latters passing to the 
State, : 

Penalties will not apply to mem- 
bers of parties and organisations who 
are affilinted only to trade unions in 
the capacity of workers. — -

JAPANESE SUSTAIN SEVERE 


IN NORTH 


LOYANG, Feb. 13. 
fifteen miles 


northwest of Paoting, suffered a serious reverse when 
they were repulsed in a heavy attack on the small town 
of Taowangtien, ten miies to the northeast of Mancheng. 


The Japanese forces, number- 
ing 600 strong, commenced the 
assault under cover of a number 
of planes which bombed the 
Chinese positions. The defen- 
ders offered spirited resistance 
and after three hours’ fighting 
killed fifty of the attackers and 
drove the rest of them back to 
the northeast of Mancheng. 


The Chinese, flushed by their 
success, opened a night attack on the 
Japanese. They rained hundreds of 
well dimed hand-grenades on the 
invaders and killed upwards of 100 
men. 

Another group of fifty Japanese, 
holding out in a cluster of civilian 
houses neurby, were surrounded and 
incinerated to death by a fire set by 
the Chinese—Central News.

120,000 Heroin Pills Found 
In Two Raids In City

IN TWO RECENT RAIDS in Connaught: and 
Queen’s Roads, city, Revenue Officers surprised heroin 
traffickers who had in their possession no less than 


120,000 heroin pills, 


The traffickers, who were described by the Chief 
Justice as having taken part in “an abominable trade,” 
were sentenced: to stiff terms of imprisonment, 


Jn the first case, which was a 
sequel.to a raid on 94, Connaught 
Road West. charges: of unlaw- 
ful possession of n dangerous 
drug were preferred against two

They were Mok Wai-ha, a married

Leung whs additionally charged 
with being in possession of 3,000 
pills. which were found on his 
person. :

ANYONE who may expect to tind 
in Great Britain that facade of 
unity which is erected in totalitarian 
states is looking for a vain thing. 
There is deep and intense feeling 
there ubout the rights and the 
wrongs of the great issues which 
confront British statesmen. 


The very life of democracy de- 
pends upon such feeling finding 
open expression — in public life. 
There need therefore be no re- 
proachful cries about “disunity” if 
Mr.  Chamberlain’s Government 
finds ituelf face to face with vehe- 
ment opposition, provided that this 


_opponition is not merely captious. 


This is the way in which constitu- 
tional government works, not driv- 
ing discontents underground but 
allowing them to appear on the sur- 
fuce, so that their constructively 
corrective influence may be felt, 
and the Government may be able to 
modify ita policy if it finds itself 
drifting away from public sympathy. 

Under the fierce but in the main 
wholesome fire of criticism Mr. 
Chamberlain has been able to sense 
the current of public opinion, with 
the result that recently he has _stif- 
fened his attitude toward Ger- 
many, demanding-that its rulers to 
should give a “sign” that they will 
co-operate in peacemaking. He nae 
also shown that he will support 
France if Italy presses for changes 
in the Mediterranenn, : 


The Parliamentary opposition to 
Mr. Chamberlain is strangely as- 
sorted.
